THE PREMIER'S SPEECH. 


Yn the conclusion of Lord Cromer's speech, 
which was most heartily applauded, Mastapha 
Pasha Fehthy, President of the Couneil of 
Ministers, rose and, speaking in French, aaid:-— 

My Lord :—Allow me to express to your 
Lord:hip, in the name of the Government and 
of the great majority of the Egyptian people, 
the sincere regret which your departure canses 
them-—a regret all the keener in that your 
departure is necessitated by the state of your 
health, sacrificed in the constant and excessive 
labour which your attachment to this country 
and your fervent desire to incessantly contri- 
bute to its welfare have imposed apon you.

names. In the first place, I should like to say a
